Many 
enrol'! intermittently- / Others persist steadily until they reach 
their goals. The associate degree is therefore a* level, of achievement 
^ ^ ' important to some, but not to^others:. Those who pursue.it have diff^ent 
timetables, ' It is difficult to infer what the students *need. and 
, • want from College Vecords alone. The present report assesses degree 

• ' ^ ^aspirations of studentis -attending five off-campus centers in the 

fall of 1976,' and summarizes additional information relevant to 
advertising,' program preference* ,Jprogress tov/ard a degree> and interest 
in student activities, ' ^ , 

V/hat is the A, A. degree? Under State regulations ^ community college' 
^ trustees decide which associate 'degree currieulums the College is ^ 

\; to offer, including. both college-transfer and career-technical 
^ programs. The prescribed coursev/ork ihcludes ,a jnixture of genera^ 

education, major requirements, and electives,' A minimum grade point 
average and a fixed number of credit hours^ (usually 60 or more) are > 
required to get an A, A, degree* 'Recipients of degrees have there- 
^ fore fulfilled, all State requirements, and the additional requirements 
' ^ of the local' board and -faculty. 

The larger question herens one of College resnonsiveness to student 
needs. ,The range^ of stuflent' ages , xiims, and aDilities generates a 
range of goals, .The asspciate degree is a goal for some community 
■/ ''colT§g9' students^ But how many? If the question is narrowed to off- ^ 
^ ' campus students, what proportion of them are aiming at A, A, degrees'? 

What proportion have other aims? Prince George's Community College 
has a Dfegree 'Center Program, rpermitting students to take required 
courses for a^ndegree at selected locations off-campus. In fall 1976," 
two Degree Centers contributed li319 of the total 3,209 off campus ' 
' course enrollments (41 percent,, see Appendix A),. To what extent 
' are Hhese Degree Centers meeting student aspirations? The present

During Nov^ember of 1976, a survey was made of 786 students attending 
class in five Extension and Degree Centers, Surrattsville .and Laurel 
are Degree Centers, the others are Extension Centers • Ther 786 student 
response comfjares with 1,604 pure off-campus students and 539 on-off 
"split" ass^of the end^of the third week of class, (See Report No. •76-Zl, 
Appendix, (f. ) The number of responses according' to Center is as follows:

Surmary of the Responses from all Five Centers 

,0f the 786 students responding, 408 indicated that their^pr?sent 
educational goal was the A- A. degree. ^This meant that slightly more 
than half (52 percent) had- immediate degree aspirations. Anotiier, J.92 
had transfer to,a senior institution as..their ipiediate 'educatk)na'f 
goal (an additi^onal 24 percent)/ T-he remajning students (24 percent-) . 
were aiming af personal enrichment (93 studelits) , skill upgrading (48 
students), or career certificates" (26 students)-. * / ^ 

Asked about how they heard of the Ext^enslon Centers program, the , 
students indicated £hat brochures had be&n their main source, of infprmation, 
(?17). Conversation at work was another^ source (92), followed by news-', 
.papers (83|, publicity displays (56), and'high school counselors (35). • - , 
Press, radio, ,and JJ^ were not majpr^ source3\\ But .a varietx-pf oj^her 



* Sex, and age group characteristics were compared across in'div.idual ^ 
centers* Andrews differed from the* others-by having a notable majority -b^f 
males- Age group representation- was §;i'mi1ar^mong all f ive^centers. \ ^ 
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coimiuni cation media were aKo mentioned (299)., which ar^e presented later 
1n this- report under^indi vidua! center responses, since they tended to 
be unique to the particular center. The overwhelming majority (625) 
favored brochures mailed to homes to learn about courses and programs, 
Ther^ were also a goodly number who would welcome newspaper communication 
(314), radio spots (161), or T,V, anouncements (112) in ihat order, 

Ask^d if they-wojuld choose to go to Largo ^eVen if the courses and programs 
they needed were offered off-campus, there. were 550 who indicated they did not 
prkfei' Largo and only 194 who did prefer Largo. Three students out of 
four who responded therefore favored the off-campus locations, all other 
things being equal with respect to the course offered. Practically as 
manyhad not been aware they could meet -degree requirements at Degree 
•Centers (385) as^ those, who .had been aware of this- (387)\ • ' ' . , 

Many expressed^ interest in 'degree programs which might be offered off- 
campus>in new^ajor fields, such as accounting (146) ,/inarketing management 
(127), law enforcement (69), and real estate^ (61). Certfficate programs 
also drpv/ expressions of inte^st, including secretarial (54), real ' 
estate j45), and day cere (20)- There were .97 who said they would consider 
shifting from non-degree to degree goals, and 27* who would shift from 
non-certificate-to certificate, with 139 indicating a wish for a planning , 
conference with^a counselor. 

^ There were more who preferred mail-in registration (434) thap advanced 
computer (408) or on-site services (237), But it should be remembered 
that more than one response was possible, and 88 did not respond to this 
item. The majority clearly appreciated both mail and computer services 
as well as\ the on-site opportunity. 

Student activities of interest for center progran>ming were headed by 
movies, crafts, traveU speakers, and musical events. There \^as also 
important ijnterest in slide sticws., facu-lty coffees, .dances, intramurals, 
and collegej orientations. There was a notable lack of interest in local 
student association participation, with^435 answering in the negative, 
, only 143 saying yes, and 208 not bothering to respond. For those'interested, 
however, th^re appeared to be enough pe'ople available to make an experi- 
ment worthwhile.

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' Surrattsville Responses 



Surrattsville High School as one of the operating Degree Centers con- 
tributed 309 responses. ^ (See Table 2 and supplements for a summary of 
the respof^es.) Fifty-two percent wanted the A. A. degree and 24 percent 
bad an imnrediate goal of transfer ra pattern very similar to the overall 
responses. The proportion' aiming at skill upgrading (7 perceiit) , job 
certification (3 percent), and personal* enrichment (12 percent) was also 
similar to the overall patterns. , - ' . 

The prime soi/rce pf information about program was brochures (12S), " 
with personal references at' work coming second (37). Brochures were 
also said to be the best way to inform students about courses and programs 
(245), followed by newspapers (137) and radio spots (75). 

Most preferred courses at Surrattsville (2.24) over the main campus (81), 
all other things being equal. The majority knew they could 'get all needed 
degree coursework in General Studies at a Degree Center (190), but the 
interest in other degreee and certificate options tended to be broadly 
scattered, with fifty or so expressing an interest in change of degree 
status. 

If cumulative credit hours measure progress- toward an A. A. degree, many 
appeared to be making progress. While 125 students had up to fifteen 
credit hours accumulated, 63 had 16 to 30, 27 had 31 to 45, another 
27 had 46 to 60, "and 14 students had over sixty credit hours .accumulated. 

Movies,, arts and crafts, and travel programs v/ere the most preferred 
student activities, but there was a wide variety of- other strong ' ^ 
choices as well. ^Fifty-eight said they would participate in a Center 
student association. ^ ' 

Laurel Responses 

There were 143 responses from the Degree Center at Laurel., A strong 
majarity of 57 percent wanted the A. A. degree as an immediate educational 
' goal , while 23 percent had a present goal of transfer and 18 percent had 
less than degree goals. (See Table 3 and supplements.) 

Brochures;were the prime 'source of information (61 )n with newspapers 
second- (29). Brochures were'also the preferred means of communication 
(113), followed; by vnewspapers (41).. o 

Most preferred Laurel (111) to Largo {30). Most knew they could do all 
Genera? Studies coursework at ,the Degree Center (87), and there was 
, relatfv.el5^trong interest in A. A. options in Marketing Management (27) 
and .Accounting (24), with 34 persons who would Jike^td consider a goal 
change. . . y ' . 




Cumulative credit hours were distributed so as to indicate 86 in "freshman 
status with thirty crfedits or less, but 32 in "sophomore" status with up • 
•to sixty credits accumulated, and 10 with over sixty credit hours. 
This would appear to indica^te that studf^nts were making progress towatsd - 
degrees or the equivalent* .

There were 165 responses from the Andrews E){tension Center, ^50 percent 
aiming immediately at the A. A. degree and 30 percent aiming at transfer, 
while the remainder were chiefly interested in personal enrichment rather 
than career certificates ojr skill upgrading. t 

Most heard about the program from brochures (54) or the Base Education 
Office (40). Brochures v/ere'the pre>ferred method of commurvigation (123). 

Two out of three preferred off-campus courses to the main campus, all 
other things beih^ equal. Approximately two out of three were also aware 
of Degree Center opportunities, with relatively strong interest expressed 
in A. A. options in Marketing ^janagement (27) and Accounting (24). 

Compared with the Degree Centers, there were relatively fewer persons 
making progress toward the A.^A. degree, as measured by cumulative 
credits: 97 with 30 or less; 35 with 31 to 60; and 12 who already had 
sixty or more credits.

Movies, travel programs, arts and crafts, an^ guest speakers were 
preferred student activities. There wer^ 37 students who would parti- • 
cipate in a local Center sutdent .association. 

Bowie High School 

There were 94 .responses from the Extension Center at Bowie High School., 
of whom 47 percent were aiming at the A. A. degree as .their present* 
goal, 24 percent the transfer goal, and^the remainder dispersed among, 
•onrdegr^goals^ . > / ^ ^ ^ . 

The principal way ^students had hear^l about the Extension .Gent^s pjjogram 
had b^en brochures (42), and th.is was the preferred source of information 

Most preferred off-campus (64) to on-i:'^mpus courses (17), and two out of 
•'three were aware of Degree Center opportunities-. The A.*A* option in - 
Accounting was especially of interest (31) among ^a number of new opti^ons. 



Cumulative credits indicated ^^"*wh^^ still freshmen (under^^ credits*)^ 
19 had 31-60 credits, and 4 ha^ dccumutated mora than 60. 

Arts and crafts v/ere the most popular student activity, followed by 
travel programs^ and movies. Only ten would parttcipate in a local

There were 75 respoos.es from the Extension. Center at Northwestern High. 
Of these, the majority wanted the A. A. degree (59 percent) and 19 percent 
had a present goal of transfer, while only a relative few had other

Most students respondiKg were still freshmen (49) as measured* by 
cumulative credits, only 11 were sophomores^ and 3 had $ixty credits or over.

Travel programs guest speakers, and arts and carfts were *pref erred 
student activities. Only a dozen students would participate in a^eqter

Simtary of the Findings 

The survey responses were an endorsement for the Extension and Decree 
Centers as they now stand^^^d supported the degree emphasis while leaving 
room for additional diversity, ^ Brochures were clearly the favored means 
of communication. Students at individual centers provided many ideas for 
programming (.see especially the attached supplemental lists of courses Gf 
interest). For future reference, zipcode dens-i ties- were also- summarized 
and could be*used as a b^sis for selected mailings, '^n summary', >his 
survey did what it was designed for, namely providing -information for ' - 
administrative decisions^ / ' . ^ 

In addition to the utility of this information, as ari aid to" decision 
making in the schedul ing 3nd programming of Extension and Degree Centers, 
.there is the added utility of evaluative insights into present College 
^policy and the structuring of its educational services. These larger 
considerations arg. discussed in the section which follov/s.^. For future 
reference, it should also be noted that the Andrews location is planned 
to become a D^ree Center in Fall 1977, a step which will affect its-need ' 
for courses arid course sequences to meet the needs of the degree-seeking

• The, view that degree requirements do- not always reflect .student • - 
aims-fieeds to-be ^algated. Students tranfe^^ring to senior* ' 
institutions like College Park-, have been observed to place a high 
priortty on their pre-requi sites, which often differ from associate 

• degree requirements. As for requirements 'less than the degree, 
s^tudenfs can seej< certificates of completion in oGcupational programs 
with le^ thiln 60 credit hours. High-school seniors also enroll in 
advanced placement programs. Students past their ^arly twenties 
,take courses to survive or prosper in a changing world. This variety 
of aspirations is part of of the vitality .of the 'community college, 
and has been a basis for erdvoca ting' more diversified programming 

.•(. see Through the Open Door, .a study of enrollment patterns in ' 
Cahfornia's community colleges prepareclfby the Post-secondary " . 
Education Commission staff ii\1976). . • * Z " 

-.For Prince George'S' Community ..College, . t^edeclared goals of off- 
campus, students indicate a majority of 'degree- related objectives, 
and an important minority with other aini^. It; should be remembered 
that off-campus students are. often flew to tJi#Coliege (4K), are 
typi ca 1:1 y, part time (99%), special (44%); married (65%), and over , 
25 years.of age (65%). (See Appe'ndfx'C, Institutional Research 
Report No. 76-21: A Comparison of On-Campus and Off-Campus StudeTits " 
and Their Subject Matter Preferences in Fall 1976.) Many of these • 
students undoubtedly haj/e goals unique to their age.a'nd developmental 
needs. But the survey results in'dicated that three out of four 
off-campus students aspire to either the A. A. degree or successful 
transfer. The conclusion that the degree center approach is meeting 
a need is inevitable.. --i-' 

What of the many students who don't seem, t'o be'making U to the 
degree? And the one student in four who does not have that aim? 
Thes'e students are worthy of attention. Their needs arfr'at least 
incidehtally being met. by- courses ami .certificate programs short' ^ 
of the degree:. .In addition, many Community Service's courses are J 
ava^ilable on a not-for-credit basis.* These opportunities are also 
helping to meet the needs- of the non-degree student. Adcjitional 
tforras of delivery besides Weekend and T.V. -courses (which are - 
-currervtly growing In popularity) may be indicated. ' Given the general 
trend toward greater individualization of instruction, however,' 
the adaptation 'of existing forras"'to changing needs appears to be 
working. -
